Sierra Madre today was de¬ 
scribed as an "oasis” in a world¬ 
wide desert of economic defla¬ 
tion. 

This was the declaration, in ef¬ 
fect, of Deputy Assessor R. J. 
Mills, who yesterday ended more 
than two months of personal 
property assessment conferences 
held with local residents at the 
City Hall. 

“I can’t say I have encount¬ 
ered in Sierra Madre any appre¬ 
ciable falling off from so-called 
normalcy,’ ’’ he said. "The peo¬ 
ple here seem to be going along 
in the normal way; they are 
looking at things with equinimity, 


Council Denies Petition To 
Improve West End With¬ 
out Cost To Property 

A petition asking for the pav¬ 
ing and improvement of West 
Central avenue without cost to 
the property owners was pre¬ 
sented to and unanimously de¬ 
nied by the City Council on Wed¬ 
nesday night. 

The petition was signed by the 
owners of 36 Vi per cent of the 
total frontage and asked that 
drainage and other work Inci¬ 
dent to the repaving of the street 
with macadam be done wholly 
from funds appropriated by Los 
Angeles county to assist the city 
in the construction of a thorough¬ 
fare across the city to conform 
with the road the county is about 
to build across the Hastings 
ranch into Pasadena. 

In moving to deny the peti¬ 
tion Councilman Lester K. Lay- 
ton said its approval would be 
obviously unfair to the property 
owners on East Central avenue 
who willingly paid a propor¬ 
tionate share of the cost of the 
work done in their section of the 
city. Mr. Layton expressed the 
belief that if the paving of West 
Central avenue was “properly 
presented” to the people on that 
end of the street, they would ac¬ 
cept it under the same condi¬ 
tion as East Central owners. 

H. J. Kohl wanted to know 
what was meant by "properly 
presented" and whether or not it 
was proposed to do the work 
under Ordinance 348. Mayor 
Reavis explained that the county 
had allocated a sum of money to 
assist in improving and condl- 


Preceeding the regular post 
Memorial Day services this year, 
members of the American Legion 
Auxiliary will hold their annual 
poppy sale May 27 and 28. 

Each year, in the week before 
Memorial Day, the Auxiliary 
appeals to the public to buy 
these paper replicas of the little 
red flower which, early in the 
World War, became the symbol 
of the sacrifice of those who had 
died in service. 

The Memorial Day services, al¬ 
though sponsored by the Legion, 
will be participated in by other 
local organizations, including the 
Daughters of Union Veterans 
and Spanish War Veterans. 

The observance will include a 
procession to the cemetery which 
will leave the City Hall about 
9 a.'m. Arrival at the cemetery 
will be followed by decoration of 
the graves, a short address and 
salute of the firing squad. The 
exercises will then be transfered 
to the City Park, and include a 
talk by the Mayor, invocation by 
local churchmen and an address 
by a speaker yet to be secured, 
whose name will be announced 
later. 

Mrs. Roy Pickett, president of 
the Sierra Madre Auxiliary, 
speaking of the coming poppy 
sale, said: "Today the red pop¬ 
pies are made by disabled vet¬ 
erans in American hospitals and 
are sold for their benefit. Only 
those are allowed to make the 
popples whose compensation is 
little or nothing. 

‘There are many veterans re¬ 
ceiving care in the hospitals who, 
for various reasons, receive no 
money from the government. The 
money from the poppy sales is 
the only way they can help with 
the support of their families 
while they are invalided. 

"The standard price of the pop- 
ies is ten cents. Of this amount, 
three cents goes to the veteran 
A- who made the flower; one cent 
is for material and postage; two 
and four-tenths cents goes to na¬ 
tional auxiliary headquarters for 
general welfare work, and three 
and six tenths cents stays with 
Sierra Madre auxiliary for wel- 
^ fare work among the families of 
f disabled veterans. 

"If the people think the three 
cents is not worth bothering 
about, they should pay a visit 
to the hospitals where they would 
get an entirely new point of 
view. We know it is a hard times 
year but we are hoping no one 
will feel too poor to buy at least 
one of our poppies when they are 
on sale on. the streets on the

seeming to realize the world is 
going through a period of de- 
flaton and that each must bear 
his part of the burden.

Relief Committee To Direct 
Campaign For Removal Of 
Weed Nuisance In City 


Following an agreement be¬ 
tween the City Council and the 
local unemployment relief or¬ 
ganization under which the city’s 
unemployed will be give the 
work, the Council on Wednesday 
adopted a resolution to proceed 
under the State law at once on 
the annual campaign to wipe out 
the fire hazard created by neg¬ 
lected lots and parkways. 

Property owners will be noti¬ 
fied both by the City and the 
relief commitee that the work of 
weed destruction can be accomp¬ 
lished by the relief committee at 
50 per cent less than when the 
work is done by the city itself, 
which has accounting, surveying 
and other charges to meet. If 
property ovyners fail to remove 
the nuisances the city will be 
obliged to .do the work and the 
cost will be added to the tax 
bills, becoming a lien against the 
properties. 

Chairman W. R. Humphries, of 
the relief committee, in the next 
few days will place in the mails 
1500 letters to property owners 
completely outlining tpe weed 
clearing situation, showing why 
it is possible for that body to do 
the work cheaper than the city. 
In addition it will be stressed 
that the project will relieve a 
large part of the unemployment 
problem in Sierra Madre. 

Under the plan of the commit¬ 
tee each property owner will be 
given a bid on clearing of his 
property, the fgiure to be de¬ 
termined by a committee selected 
from the unemployed ranks. Fol¬ 
lowing acceptance of the bid and 
receipt of a check covering the 
amount, the work will be done 
by crews of unemployed. 

If the work is not done pri¬ 
vately or by the committee, it 
was pointed out, and finally falls 
to the city under provisions of 
the law, the cost of the work be¬ 
comes a lien against the property.

Building Fees Cut 
/Is Council Amends 
New Uniform Code 


Sierra Madre avenue, 
ings was requested by the local 
committee to select or suggest 
a new name for the street. Local 
members of the committee sug¬ 
gested the thoroughfare be named 
Hastings avenue, in his honor. A 
list of names compiled by the 
street names committee of the 
county planning commission was 
also sent him, however. 

Included in these proposed 
names were "Cardenas,” an ex¬ 
plorer of 1540; "Carmeno," a 
Spanish ship captain of 1595: 
"Onate." a ship captain of 1598. 
and "Corban," an explorer of 
1595. In addition other names, 
of Spanish vessels and soldiers, 
and Indian names, have also been 
mentioned. 

A major difficulty faced in se¬ 
lection of the name is the fact 
that it must be one not dupli¬ 
cated anywhere else. This is be¬ 
cause present plans of the county 
planning commission call for the 
future extension of Sierra Madre 
avenue to the sea, so that any 
name given the street must not 
conflict with other street names 
of communiies through which it 
would pass 

Consideration is being given to 
Snsnish rendering of "Sunset." 
A street now lying along the 
path of the proposed road and 
an unconnected portion of Sierra 
Madre avenue, now bears that 
name. With the Spanish render¬ 
ing the name would possibly be 
“Puesta Sol.” 


Amending the Uniform Build¬ 
ing Code adopted last February 
10. City Council Wednesday 
passed a new ordinance which 
tends to cut all building filing 
fees in half. 

The action results from a be¬ 
lief of the building department 
that fees specified under the code 
were too high for a community 
the size of Sierra Madre. It also 
amends provisions of the code 
which were in conflclt with estab¬ 
lished zoning ordinances, and cre¬ 
ates new plastering specifications, 
for which no provision was made 
in the old code. 

The new schedule of fees fol¬ 
lows : For a total valuation of 
$50.00 or less, no fee; for a 
total, valuation of $50 to $500, a 
$1 fee, and an additional fee ot 
$1 for each additional $1000 or 
fraction thereof, of total valua¬ 
tion to and including $15,000; and 
an additional fee of 50 cents for 
each additional $1000 or fraction 
thereof. 

Where work for which a per¬ 
mit is required by the Code is 
started or proceeded with prior 
to obtaining the permit, the fees 
shall be doubled, but the pay¬ 
ment of such double fee shall not 
relieve any persons from fully 
complying with the requirements 
of the Code in the execution of 

the work, nor from any other

Why ? 


Samuel M. Cohn, from the 
State Department of Public In¬ 
struction, is going around the 
State declaring .hat the new 
school law which makes it man¬ 
datory for districts to publish 
their budgets is “the coldest 
headed, coldest-blooded exploita¬ 
tion of school funds” he has 
known in 30 years of school ser- 
vice. 

This is a rather “heated 
statement on a "cold-blooded’ 
proposition, but Mr. Cohn is not 
alone in his antagonism. The 
measure in question has met 
widespread opposition from State, 
county and district school lead¬ 
ers. The schools spend over two- 
thirds of our tax money, yet feel 
that they should do so under veil 
of secrecy. All other departments 
of government are required to 
publish voluminous statements of 
procedure and financial activity, 
the costs of which run many 
times heavier. 

If the schools are afraid to 
list their expenditures for scru¬ 
tiny of the taxpayers, that is the 
most direct argument why they 
should be compelled to. And in an 
era like this especially, when re¬ 
duction of budgets is a matter of 
absolute necessity, wide publicity 
should be given school budgets. 

The day has passed when the 
cause of education must be given 
extra-ordinary leeway and privi¬ 
leges because people were not 
“sold" on education as they 
should be. Today public senti¬ 
ment is solidly behind the idea 
that we should give our child¬ 
ren the finest education we can 
afford. But that sentiment has 
been abused and capitalized in 
recent years by selfish bureau¬ 
cracies and they must face the 
reckoning now along with all 
other departments of government, 
just as the business man and the 
farmer have already done in 
their affairs.—Patterson Irrigator.

whole garden. 

Many plants will reseed them¬ 
selves about the garden, several 
desirable kinds becoming pests 
unless they are weeded out when¬ 
ever they appear where they are 
not wanted. Because of this, some 
nnuals are thought to be peren¬ 
nials by many persons. After sev¬ 
eral years of self-sowing, fine 
varieties will often revert to the 
old common types. 

Self-sowing plants of sweet 
slyssum, scabiosa, coreopsis, and 
calliopsis, gaillardia, Mexican 
evening primrose, and valerian 
will usually give the most 
trouble, while forget-me-nots, 
Primula malacoides, violas, nas¬ 
turtiums, petunias, verbenas, por- 
tulacas, arabis, zinnias, calendu¬ 
las, agethea, perennial flax, re- 
hmannia, and many others will 
perpetuate themselves in the gar¬ 
den but seldom become tinrulv. 

Most herbaceous perennia Is 
spread and multiply with more 
or less rapidity. A few require 
frequent thinning or dividing or 
there is a considerable loss in 
size and number of blossoms. 
This group includes iris, Michael¬ 
mas daisy, gazania, gaillardia, 
violets, rudbeckia, golder-rod,
